| Ghastly Scenes on o Ship. 


‘Pho story of tho massacre of practically 


just reached Queenstown.’ 


aéema that on the night of June 30 the 
trading schoonor “ Olympian" eft tho 
harbour of Utila for Belizo, ‘The vessel 
had on board, in addition to the captain 
and threo men who formed ths crew, nine 
passengers, including four women and two 
Children. - At midnight, the passengers 
wero alarmed nt tho sound of firearms and 
shouts of ‘ murder,’ which camo from the 
deck, and the women, going on-deck, were 
horrified tq .s0e the dead bodies of the 
captain, and several mon lying sround, and 
anegra, armed with a Winchester rifle, 
shooting down the remaining mon. 

After tho negro had killed all but one of 
the men, he ordored the lost aurvivor to go 
bolow and scuttle the vessel, but no sooner 
hud the man! feappeared on deck than the 
nogro shot him dead. He then got out tho 
ship's boat and put two women—Misa Elsie 
Morgan and her siator, Mrs Walter Roso— 
and'tho lattor’s infant, aix weeke’ old, into 
ft, and, jumping in himself, sot out to row 
for the mainland, abandoning tho schooner, 
thon believed to bo in # sinking state, 
Aftor rowing for ndistanco, he killed Mra 
Rose wad her child, and shot ot Miss Mor- 
gan, wounding her in the arm, 

Eventually Miss Morgan jumped over. 
board and started to swim to the island, 
but with an injured and dfceding arm it 
was not an gasy task, Tho negro fired a 
couple of shots st her, but thoy did not hit 
her, He asked her to come back to the 
boat, saying ho would not harm her, but 
when sho got within reach of his oar he hit 
her on the head, stunning her. Believing 
that sho was Lillea, he rowed on. 

Miss Morgan revovered, howover, and 
again struck out for the island, floating on 
hor bark now and again for rest, and during, 
tho morning eho was thrown a horo by the 
waves inoro dead than alive. She subse- 
quently succeeded in reaching a houso on 


“J the curst, where sho received with kind 


treatment, and after two days was able to 
report tho occurrence to the authorities. 
They madova prompt search, and arrested 
the negro, who was named Robert McGill, 
and who had close on two thousand dollars 
in his poseession, which belonged to tho 
euptain of the “ Olympian"; and it was 
in order to effvet the robbery of this money 
that McGill first of all secroted himself on
